Abo ut 11 o 'clo ck she started fo r the 
depo t and Miss McRae acco mpanied 


her a bo u t half way. 
When she had started ba k alo ne, 
a man, who m she describes as being 
well dressed, heavy-set and o f flo rid 
co mplexio n, came up back o f her and 
spo ke to her. She igno red him 
and 
walked faster in an effo rt to e l u le 
him. T h e masher co ntinued to fo l­ 
lo w' and anno y her, 
and suddenly, 
xvhen she was in a dark s o t o n the 
street, witho ut warning he ran up 
behind her and grabbed her, thro w­ 
ing her to the gro und. 
The girl fo ught like, a tigress fo r 
her life and ho no r, an i finally ma n­ 
aged to free herself fro m the grasp 
o f the beast and ran away fro m him.

“ Here, co me hack and get 
yo ur glasses,” and altho ugh slu* had 
just bo ught them and paid $11 fo r 
them, she was afraid to go back.

when she saw so meo ne driving alo ng 
the street in a buggy she called o ut. 
asking the directio ns. The o ccupant 
o f the buggy, a man, answered her 
in a fresh wa y and invite 1 her to go 
fo r a buggy ride with him. The po o r 
girl began to believe that all Dixo n 
n u n were alike and a wo man was 
safe no where. 
The girl sta tes that she wo uld be 
able to identifv her assailant, co uld 
she he bro ught face to face with him.
